New English Saving Plan 

Lloyds Bank Now Accepts Deposits 
as Small aa Twsnty-four Cents 

The latest departure of Lloyds 
liuuk in offering facilities at all of its 
MO branches in England and Wales 
for the deposit of small savings from 
on • shlllfn { upwards will be watched 
with great Interest by bankers gener¬ 
ally. Hitherto savings bank* have 
been regarded aa scml-phllunthroplc 
Institutions, where the expense* oblit¬ 
erate much chance of profit. 

It Is not expected that much buxi¬ 
nes* of the savings bank kind will be 
done In leomion, one difficulty being 
the necessity of keeping open till 7 
or 8 o'clock In the evening to men 
the convenience of depositors. Hut It 
la quite likely that the branches out¬ 
side London, other thnn those of the 
old Wilts and Dorset, may get consid¬ 
erable custom. 

So far as could be ascertained on In¬ 
quiry, the nllownnic to depositors will 
not be fixed, but will cury In accord¬ 
ance with <be value of money. For 
the present It Is to be (he deposit rnto 
of country banks which Is uow gyfc 
per esnt, as against the 2 per cent 
allowed by leondun Institutions. As 
regards withdrawals, thay will bo per 
Bitted without notice up to $20. but 
for amoutns of $25 and upwards lea 
days* notice will be required.

Oiling the road eliminates (he duit, 
hardens’ and makes the road practi¬ 
cally waterproof, retalulug the pro 
clous binding material on the road, 
where It belongs, ihua extending the 
life of the road and cutting out largely 
the cost of repairs 
Oiling tthe road means that it actu¬ 
ally costs less than watering, accord¬ 
ing to experience, and everf gallon of 
oil used makes ths road permanently 
better. It la like eating your cake and 
yet having It Municipal World.

Drifting Soils 

Drifting Soils My be Held by Crop 
Rotations 

This In n very aorious problem in 
some localities. Under the present 
method of grain farming tn Western 
Canada the problem of controlling 
drifting soils la Increasing. Summer 
fallowing and grain cropping reduce 
the humus content in the soil nnd 
change n productive noli Into one sub¬ 
ject to drifting A teat made br the 
department of tolls at the Manitoba 
Agricultural college proved that a 
soli which had been cultivated for 30 

J ean had lost if per cent, of the 
umua. There are also other very In 
Jurious conditions resulting from thin 
reduction of humus. 

The only permanent method of pap 
vent lug aolls from drifting ia to re 
store and in some cases Increase the 
'tumus content. This can be done by 
following ^ proper ltop rotation and 
returning ail ataawre stubble and 
straw to the land As It Is usually 
not advisable for a farmer to seed 
down to (toss or clover nil his Innd 
which tuny be subject to drifting, he 
must look ror other means of treat¬ 
ment 

Watch the summer fallow. If sell 
subject to wiud must be fallowed, the 
plowing bad better be done as late aa 
possible and still before the weed 
seeds are mature, say from June 20 to 
30- 8?cd at once to oats or bbrley or 
a mixture of the two at the rate of two 
or three pecks per mere. »Whcn the 
grain Is well started allow It to he 
pastured off. The tratupibg of the 
stock will pack th* land and the 
roots of (he crop will hold the soil Hi 

f »lace. If the null is a light, sandy 
oam. and quite sbhjecl to drifting, 
the crop may be drilled ia the stubble 
the following spring or the-land may 
1 disced and then seeded. Corn, roots 
or any such crop which takea the 
place of the sumnie fallow, will pre¬ 
vent drifting by keeping the ground 
covered In fuel, summer fallow 
should be practiced with Kreat care 
on cuch laud. 

l>o not plow the land any oftensr 
than absolutely accessary. If the land 
• has been In grain one year It Is often 
advisable lo disc in the fall and spring 
for the following crop, rather lU*a 
plow There Is one objection to this 
method, but. nevertheless, better re 
tulti sre often secured In Tsct, too 
much tillage is often the cause for 
soil drirtta*. Great care must be ex 
erctsed In harrowing grain r.ftrr it 
Is up on such soil. 

A thin layer of manure, straw or 
litter spread over tho field iu the 
spring after the crop haa been seeded 
will • heck the drifting. Any. such ma¬ 
terial used as a top dressing will also 
tend to increase the humus in the soil, 
and lu that way have a very ilcsirqhle 
result. Th» area of Isnu that can be 
treated in this-way will 1 j Un ited by 
the amount of material. 

It ia also advisable when seeding, 
lo drill at right wqgles to tho strong 
winds. Tha direction fl»>m which the 
strong winds come win vary In some 
localities, but as a lule they are from 
the southwest, west or uorlhwesl. so 
it Is best to drill north and south If 
the shape of the Held will permit A 
study of the records or the wind veloc¬ 
ity showed for April that the strongest 
wind was 40 miles su hour, and from 
the west, fur May. that the strongest 
wind was 20 miles an hour from the 
southwest. 

Tree planting uiso has a direct bear¬ 
ing on thl* problem, a* every tree 
planted on the prairie tends to cnerk 
the wind velocity to s certain extent, 
and as the country be« omws older the 
trees will be.of great value. 

As already stated, the duly perman 
« nt method of overcoming this prob 
tern is by crop rotation* uud mixed 
farming, which, after all, In the one 
permanent method of farming. 

Danger From Lightning 

Where Not to Stand During a Thun¬ 
der Storm 

Ohio reports 35 thunder storms last 
year, ‘and 58 Ueatns -eaulttug there¬ 
from. From un invent.gallon Into at¬ 
tendant circumstances the follow lu • 
suggestion* are sent out by tne State 
Agricultural collage as worthy of at 
tention during electrical storms: 

1. it Is not safe to stand in u door¬ 
way 

g. It la not safe to stand n*ar a 
stove. 

3. Do not stand near cattle. 

4. !>u nat stand near wire lenres. 

In connection with this latter can 
lion It should b» noted that 85 per 
cent, of the cattls killed by lightning 
were struck when standing near wire 
fences Tt Is possible to insuru pro¬ 
tection from inis dsnger by running 
wires Into ihe ground from th? fen«v 
every three or tour rods • 

Another fact disclosed is that a

Country’s Guilt 

Pnmeian Lays Blame for tho twr- 
•poon War on tho Fatherland 

▲ certain bold Prussian, name un 
known, born, by hla own confession, 
"on Qerman soli, of German parents. 
Oerman In language and sentiment, 
who loves hla country better sad more 
than any other,” baa recently written 
a startling book called *’ J'Accuse von 
■laem Deutschen.” The book has, for 
obvious reasons, been published la 
Bwitxerlaad. The tflt of two lan¬ 
guages was evidently suggested by 
Zola's famous accusallou which 
brought about the public trial of the 
Dreyfus caas. The book appeared in 
Oormany. where it enjoyed a large 
•ocret circulation, in spite of the ef¬ 
forts of the government to confiscate 
it The first sutbentlc account of 
N ‘J’Accuac’ ron Kiuctu Deutschen ’ 
haa been written by one Gordon Smitl 
for the New York Tribune. He writes 
lo part as follows. 

^JTbe author not only writes as s 
German, but thinks as one. His res 
sonlng is that of a German dialectic¬ 
ian. It Is written by the author not 
against, but for Germany 

He la a German Liberal What be 
says does not differ sensibly from Ihe 
language, we are accustomed to hear 
from the leading qygans of the Ger 
man Liberal press, the Frankfurter 
Zettung or the Berliner Tagebialt. be 
fore the ware. It la difficult to under¬ 
stand their complete "volte-face” 
Perhaps If they were free to write as 
they please we might hear a different 
language from that they now employ 
The author of "J’Accuse” has at any 
rate preserved his Independence and 
remained master of,hls Ideas and of 
hla pen. 

He declares—and proves—that Ihe 
war was plotted, prepared and declar 
•d by tho German military party It 
had tts precursors and Its prophets; 
General Bernhardt, Treitschke, Fjo 
benlus nnd others. He shows tne 
methods used to work on public opin¬ 
ion. to knead it as one kneads dough 
Ho cites the effort made to obtain 
the Introduction of international ar 
bltrstlon and the reduction of arma¬ 
ments by the exsr. Nicholas 11., and 
proves to demonstration that this ef 
fort shipwrecked oh the unyielding 
opposition of -Germany and Austria 
This checkmated the loyal co-opera 
tlon of the other powers, great and j 
small. 

The wrltrr proves that Great Britain , 
was untiring lo her attempts to bring 
about a stmoltkoeoua reduction of 
naval ronstroctlop, bat the Berlin cab 
Inot refined to entertain these pro 
possl*. Why? The author of "J’Ac¬ 
cuse” gives the reason without heal 
tntlon. because of all the powers In 
European Germany alone waa plotting 
and preparing war.” 

And why did aha want war? The 
empire wu* enjoying an unexampled 
period of economic progrccs and pros¬ 
perity. It was known to he th 
strongest power in Europe, and every 
body bo.Ved to Its will. It developed 
unceasingly Us power, Its riches, and 
RF Torce. No o>>e-^dared to face It 
resolutely. This was seen during tho 
Morocco crisis and the Balkan wars 
No ono dared lo attack It. No one had 
the courage or even the desire. 

But a powerful pony tn the empire 
dreamed of a still greater omnipotence 
and It managed to make a great peo¬ 
ple, laborious, intelligent and. ui Ihe 
bottom, peaceful, believe that the war 
was a "Hefrelungakrle*.” a war of lib¬ 
eration. like that waged a century be¬ 
fore against Nupoteon. A war of lib 
eratlon from w lint?—from whom?

the Dominion. That Canada offers! 
abundant productive employment if 
the necessary machinery can be set in j 
motion fa patent to everybody with j 
even a slight knowledge of this coun ! 
try’s resources. And having agreed 
that ther. will b* a heavy Immigra¬ 
tion and that we ran find room for all 
who come, the present is the tlma to 
consider, the <tursitoa of the class of i 
immigrants who are likely to seek 
homes in the new world, their ability i 
financially and by experience to adapt 
themselves in a manner that will work 1 
out successfully under the conditions j 
which they will be called upon to 
meet. 

Pioneering at a general thing Is ar¬ 
duous. the results coming slowly even 
for those starting with n fair amount 
of capital and backed by experience, 
but nature is generous here, and, pro¬ 
vided nil other things are equal, the 
industrlouf n?wcomers should find 
themselves making good progress. If 
there are conditions, however, which 
tend to fetard agricultural progress 
and help to discourage the struggling 
worker, the present Is thFtlrae to dis¬ 
cover such influences end endeavor lo 
abate their possible effects. We look 
upon this country ae a land favoring 
men of small means, possessing will-! 
tn guess and a capacity for work, and t 
for such there Is room for many hun I 
dreds ofthousands. Experience teaches | 
however, that simply dumping people 
on the Isml is not always sufficient. 
This country, like every young com¬ 
munity. has Its own peculiar problem* 
to work out for Ittelf, though In the 
present Instance there are certain as¬ 
pects or nation Ide significance For 
Intance. It Is essential that the coat 
of production should bear no undu .* 
handicaps and that whatever lias mili¬ 
tated against a more rapid extension 
of the cultivated area In the west 
should be discovered and the fault* 
remedied as far as possible. If rural 
development has not been sufficiently 
rapid In the past, what is to make 
farming more attractive and more 
profitable in the future? There la no 
lack of confidence tn the country, yet 
the results have not met with the ex 
pcctations of governmeftta and astute 
corporations. In these days of In¬ 
quiries and commissions, could not 
such a simple and yet vital matter be 
made a subject for investigation be¬ 
fore this new Immigration rush com¬ 
mences? Almost any man on the 
street will tell you what Is wrong, and 
the next man will emphatically ad 
vane* aome entirely different cause*- 
hut that Is getting us nowhere.—8a~ 
katoonefitar.

Winter Rye 


Haa a Valuable Place as .. Cereal or 
aa a Fodder Crop 

Tho growing of winter rye has uoi 
fca yet received much attention la B** 
katedewun ihe department of agrl 
culture do not recommend (hat it be 
used to displace any of the crops al 
ready grown, but believe that it can 
with udVLntaxc. be added to those 
crops now having a regular place In 
our system of farming. Tha udvan 
(ages which may be expected to re 
suit from the Introduction of winter 
rye, aa an additional grain crop, may 
1: briefly cummarlxcd us follow-*. 

1 Siinimerfalluw that Is sown ! * 
rye in August or early September It 
not subject to aull drifting, either In 
fall, winter or spring, as It !■ when a 
springsown grain, such as wheat, ir 
used, because the crop occupies Ihe 
land and prevents .jriftlng. 

2 . Owing to its rapid and rank 
growth rye chokes out many weeds 
It la of particular xaluo In combating 
wild oats on this account, and also 
because It ripen* between the middle 
of July and the end-of the first week 
in August, or much earlier than har 
ley. 

3. As rye makes Its growth astrly 
In May or June, the crop is well de 
vcioped before the arrival of droughts 
so thgt In place of decreasing tlra yield 
theae really assist In maturing th* 
crop. 

4 Rye ripen* much earlier than 
wheat and consequently ia not subject 
to damage from early frosts. 

5,. Ripening before other cereals, It 
distributes lb* harvest season ovar u 
longer period of time and Justifies a 
farmer In hiring his harvest laboi 
perhaps a month earlier than lu 
otherwise rnlgM, thereby securing it 
at a lower rat* of wages 

6. A field of wlnjer rye affords fa!’ 
paslurags und also the earliest green 
pasturage in this country If sown 
early, the crop may safely be pnatur 
ed In the fall, and unless atlnk weed 
or other winter ahnual weeds, on 
present, early spring pasturing will 
not cause Injury. If rut green it 
makes excellent fodder and will gen 
erally >leld more per acre than nn> 
other hay crop. When grown for thl* 
purpose two crop* can usually be cut. 
In the one seaao.t. 

Where Ihe crop has not prevlousl) 
been grown. It Is suggested that farm 
era osw a small acreage and try out 
the crop Seed can be secured frou 
any western seed home, or from 
farmers who have already grown tin 
crop. Only western grown seed shoulr 
be used as Imported seed will oft#i 
winter kill.

FRANCE AND HER AIMS 


"The French army knows it ia 
fighting for tbe safety of tbe race 
and tbe traditions and liberty of 
tbe country.

But we can as¬ 
sure ourselves that there ir much 
more happening than we know of. 
or will know of until after the war 
is over. 

We never hear of anything be¬ 
ing done by the British navy these 
days, and as far as anyone could 
make out from the papers there 
might as well be no sea war on at 
all. But all tbe time there is con¬ 
stant activity on tbe North Sea, 

, and although we may think to-day 
that the navy ia simply riding at 
eaae and forming a wall round tbe 
German fleet, tbe conclusion of the 
war will reveal many things that 
i will add to the glory of onr fleet. 
We bare only to ask ourselves 
wbat is becoming of the German 
submarine menace. They bare 
not secured one of our ships of 
war this year aod tbeir worrying 
of tbe merchant abipa is wearing 
down to vanishing point. 

In that alone can He discerned 
some activity of the Britiah fleet 
and tbe Germans hare lost a num¬ 
ber of submarines of which we 
have never heard. One of the 
men who was in the fight in the 
North Sea when the Blucher was 
sunk has said that np to date the 
Germans hare lost fifty submarines 
at least, and yet all we hear of in 
thia connection it that some mer¬ 
chant ship has been torpedoed. 

Quiet as things are. they are by 
no means dead and (he future will 
show that the navy has been able 
to cope with what Germany thought 
would be a thorough scare.

Harvesting has commenced in 
tbe Pincber Creek district. 

Tbe White Stsr liner Arabic, 
left New York for Liverpool on 
Thursday of last week fnlly pro¬ 
tected against submarine fire by 
having sandbags surrounding the 
after steer gear.

At tbe fall session of Legislature 
the Provincial Government pissed 
legislation which made a radical 
alteration in the taxation on graz 
ing lands leased from the govern¬ 
ment.

Whereas tbe cost of land, even 
to a homesteader, is considerably 
in excess of tbe capitalized value 
of tbe rents charged by the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada, and 

Whereas tbe trne interest of tbe 
community is in tbe welfare of tbe 
whole of tbe settlers 

Therefore, be it resolved that 
we, tbe Council of Local Improve¬ 
ment District No. 191, do respect¬ 
fully petition the Government of 
Alberta to amend tbe municipal 
and L.I.D. Acts to provide for 
lands held under grazing leases or 
permits from the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment being subject to the tame 
taxes as other lands."

The Glorious Stand of the Canadians 
at Ypros

(Continued From Last Week> 

| It la perhaps worth mentioning that 
two pnvaiea of the 4stn Higmnnaeni 
! who tound tueir way into ins trencnc* 
commanded by L.icuL'Coi. Lipsett. 
i»otu Wmigpcg Rifles, «tn UaUatioj, 
per hiked n the rumev, and it waa no 
uced that thc.r faces oecame blue tin 
mediately after dissolution. Tue Royal 
Highianucra of Muntreal, litb bat¬ 
talion. and tbe 4kth Itigumndcrs, l&t:i 
Dxttailon, were tuora especially uifecl 
1 1 by tne discharge. Tho Royal High 
isoaers, ti.ougu considerably shaken, 
remained ioimov .bl« upon their 
ground Tbe 4ktU H'jhlanders, which 
no doubt received a more poisonous 
discharge, were for tbe moment dii- 
mayed, and, indeed, tneir trench, «c- 
cordlng to tne teiti ony of very hard¬ 
ened soldiers, bccoine intolerable.

Tha 
2nd Brigade, It must be remembered, 
hud retained the whole line of 
t.eiK-bea, rough 1 - 2.500 yards, which 
it was holdlLg at & o’clock on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon, supported by tbe n- 
comparable exertions of the 3rd Bri¬ 
gade, and hy the highly haxardoua 
deployment in which necessity had in¬ 
volved that Brigade. 

The 2nd Brigade had maintained Ita 
lines. It now devolved on General Cur¬ 
ry. commanding this brigade, to re¬ 
peat the tactical ma oeuvres with 
which, earlier In tho light, tbe 3rd 
Brigade had adapted Itself to the 
flank movement of overwhelming 
numerical superiority. He flung hla 
left flank round south, and hie record 
Is that in the very crisis of this im¬ 
mense struggle he held hie line of 
trenches till Sunday he had not 
on Sunday afternoon he bad not 
abandoned bis trenches There were 
none left. They had be»n obliterated 
by ortlllery. 

He withdrew his undefeated troop* 
from the :ragm?nts of his field forti¬ 
fications, und the hearts of his m *n 
were as completely unbroken as the 
parapets of his trenches were com¬ 
pletely broken. In such a brigade It 
Is Invidious ts single out any battal¬ 
ion for special praise, but It Is per- 
bapn necessary to *.be story to point 
out that Lieut .-Colonel Lipsett, com¬ 
manding tiis 1H)th Winnipeg Rifles, 8th 
Battalion of the 2 nd Brigade, held the 
extreme left of the brigade poeltlon at 
the most critical moment. 

The battalion was expalled from tha 
trenches urly on Friday morning by 
an emisjion of poisonous gas, bul re¬ 
covering in three-quarters of an hoir 
it counter-attacked, retook the 
trenches It had abandoned, and bay¬ 
oneted tbe pntmjr# And after the 3rd 
Brigade had been forced to retir.*, 
Lieut -Colonel Lips-it held hh posi¬ 
tion. though his left was In the air, 
until two British regiments filled up 
the gap on Saturday night. 

The Individual fortunes of these two 
brigades have brought us to tho 
events of Sunday afternoon, but it is 
necessary, to make the story complete, 
lo recur for a mor.enl to the events 
of the morning After a very formid¬ 
able attack, tbs ensmy succeeded la 
capturing the village of Rt. Julien. 
which has so often been referred to 
In describing the fortunes of the Ca l- 
acian left. This success opened up i 
new and very menac ng line of ad¬ 
vance. but by tl is time further rein¬ 
forcements had arrived. 

Here again, It became evident ibat 
the tpctlca! necessities of the situa¬ 
tion dictated an offensive moveme it 
ns the surest method of arresting fur¬ 
ther progress. General Aldereon. who 
was In command of the reinforce¬ 
ments. accordingly directed that an 
advance should bo mada by another 
British brigade which had been 
brought up In support The attack 
was tbrus. through the Canadian left 
and cenlr?, and os the troops muking it 
■wept on. msny of them going to cer 
tain death, they paused an Instant, 
and. with deep^hrouted cheers fet 
Canada, gave the fl~rt Indicalluu to 
tne D v.slon o! the ».*irp admiration 
which t.cir exe-tUnr had excl'cl in 
th? British Army. 

The advance was indeed costly, but 
R was made with a devotion which 
could not be denied. The story la one 
of which the brigade may be proud, 
but It does not b.long to (lie special 
A.-co of th** fortunes of tli • Canad¬ 
ian contingent It Is sufficient Tor our 
purpose to notice that the attack suc¬ 
ceeded In Us object, und the German 
advance along tne line momentarily 
threatened, was arres’dd. 

Wo had reached. In describing the 
the eventy of tha afternoun, the points 
at which the trend cs of the 2nd Bri¬ 
gade had been completely destroyed. 
This brigade, the 3rd Brigade, and the 
considerable reinforcements which by 
this time filled the gap between t ic 
two brigades, wer? gradually driven 
fighting every yard upon a line run 
nlng roughly from Fortuln, south of 
Rt. Julian, In a north-easterly direction 
towards Passchendaele. Here the two 
brigades were relieved by two British 
as trituful. und ulus! ns costly as sold¬ 
iers have ever been railed upon to 
make. 

Monday morning broke bright und 
clear and found the Canadians behlnl 
the firing line. But this day. too, wns 
to bring its anxieties. The attack wns 
■liil pressed, and It became necessary 
to ask Brigadier-General Curry wheth¬ 
er be could once mere call on bis 
shrunken Lrlgade. 

The men are tired.” this Indomit¬ 
able soldier replied, "but they are 
ready and glad to go again to t!'e 
trenches. ” And *o once more, a hero 
leading heroes, the general marched 
hack the men of the 2nd Brigade, re¬ 
duced to u quarter of Its original 
strength, to the very apex of the liny 
as It existed at that moment. ' 

This portion he held all day Mon¬ 
day; on Tuesday he waa still occupy¬ 
ing reserve* treach sj. and on Wednes¬ 
day was relieved and retired to billets 
In tho rear. 

Such. in.the most general outline. Is 
the story of a great and glorious feat 
of arms. A story told so soon after 
the event, while rendering bare Justice 
to units --hose doings fell under the 
eyes of particular observer*, must d~> 
L*«s than Justice to others who played 
their part—and all did —aa gloriously 
as those whose special activities it Is 
possible even at this stage to describe 
But the fri. nds of men who fought in 
other bittaliont may be cootent In 
tbe knowledge thit they, too, shall 


learn, when the time allows the com 
blete co-relation of diaries, the exact I 
ffkri whlcl each unit played In these 1 
unforgejtable days It It rather accl 
dent (nan special distinction which 
has made It poaxltle to select Individ \ 
ual battalions for mention 
It would not bo right to close even j 
this account without n word of tribute 
lo the auxiliary services. The signal¬ 
lers were always cool sod resourceful. 
Tbe telcgratfii and telephone wires 
were being constantly cut, and many 
belonging to thla aervlco rendered up 
their lives in the discharge- of lhe»r 
duty, carrying out repairs with the 
most complete calmness in exposed 
positions Tbe despatch carriers, aa 
usual, behaved with the greatest brav¬ 
ery. Thelra la a lonely life, and very 
often n lonely death. One cycle mess¬ 
enger lay on the ground badly wound-1 
ed. He stopped a passing officer and l 
delivered Ills mevoage, with some ve> j 
bal InairtictK ns. These were coher 
cntly give i. but be swooned aimoi' 
before the words war* out of his 
mouth. 

The artillery never flagged Jn he ( 
sleepless struggle In which so muc'i I 
depended upon its exertions. Not n | 
Canadian gun was lost ln the lor.g 
battle of retreat.

Warm Walle Keep Clean 

Tbe reason that lath and plaster 
walls become sireabhd is explained 
hy John Altken In Nature ns due to 
tbe tendency of hot nlr to deposit Ita 
dual on cold surfaces; and the colder 
the surface the weaker the power of 
resistance. So where the laths pro¬ 
tect the plaster from the cold out¬ 
side tbe plaster receives less deposit 
of dust than where It la between the 
laths. " 

Wherever a hot steam or water 
pipe comes through a wall a vertical 
streak of duat may be seen abdve it, 
due to tbe hot air driving the duat 
against the cold wall. Rooms that 
are heatel by open grateu are much 
leas dusty than those heated by ra I- 
store, because ln the former tbe fur- 
Liture Is hesteik principally by radia¬ 
tion.* and 'jelng warmer than tbe air 
It repels the particles of dust Instead 
of catching them, while In the latter 
the air heats the furniture and in so 
doing deposits its dust on It. 

Rooms lighted by electricity seep 
dean longer than those heated by 
gas, simply because the light is al¬ 
most cold.

•'Any surface hotter than tha air 
keeps free from dust"

year. 

At that time the onllook was black, 
for though Nelson had just -won 
Trafalgar, Napoleon waa sweaplng 
over Europe* This great coalition Call 
because Oeorge III. refused to allow 
Catholics to receive commissions In 
the army. 

In 1767 was formed a successful war 
coalition, at the time when Clive was 
conquering India, and fighting was go¬ 
ing on in Canada, whtlo tne Seven 
years’ War was being waged to 
Europe. This coalition lasted for four 
years. 

_A coalitipn government folldwsd the 

war of the American colonies, now 
the United Slates, lasting not quite 
two years. Another such government 
was formed Just before the'Crimean

At the beginning of the war (he 
Hermann started with over 60.000 ma¬ 
chine guns, many thousands more 
than the British srd rrenrh had. and 
It wns partly due to this fldirWI 
weapon that the tpemy jmtro able to 
sweep forward at such a rate- Now we 
bsve more machine guns than the ene- 
mjr 

The machine gun Is really n kind of 
large rifle which can fir.* ordinary rifle 
bullets at the rale of 6<>u rounds a 
minute. 

The cartridges are fastened on a 
ran unually being 260 rounds on 
each bAlt. Naturally firing at such a 
rate the barrel of the Maxim gets very 
hot, and to prevent It overhestlng It 
Is surrounded by a special water jac¬ 
ket. containing seven aod a half pints 
of water. 

To sho*w-b%is-aicce»sary this water 
is. It may be mentioned that the water 
is all boiled nwrey after firing about 
five thousand rounds! 

Tltll are several disadvantages In 
the machine gun, though the advan¬ 
tages far outweigh them The steam 
raused by the water boiling In the 
Jacket reveals the position of the gun 
for one thing, and for another, the 
Maxlnt consumes gn enormous amount 
of ammunition. 

But the extraordinary and concen¬ 
trated volume of tiro that can be 
brought Into play by machine guns 
make* an attack In face of them 
bound to fall, so long as the guns can 
be kept going

It 
would-be big news—tbe fall of 
Ypres a.* a prelude to tbe fall of 
Przemysl and of Lemberg. A 
wicked salient was produced in tbe 
British line to the southwest by 
the cavein to the north.
